RIEVE AND HIS ASSOCIATES have not 
heard the end of this-for two years. I am happy 
to add that this writer, and particularly this little _ 
column, have contributed much to the discomfort 
that the TWUA’s officials suffered over this matter. 

. The evasion of the civil rights issues was first 
exposed and analyzed in this column. 

Others picked up the issue. Rieve has often 
been.a target on this. matter in Negro papers and 
in many unions far beyond the left movement. 

This scorching criticism put the TWUA’s lead- 
ers so effectively on the’ spot that it forced them 
to change their line. The convention isn't over, 
of course.
